The Scheme is applicable only to those export products 
which provide a minimum overall value addition 
of 50% or as may be fixed by the Blanket Advance 
Licensing Committee (BALC) or such higher value 
addition for export products specified in Appendix 
13-D of the Policy. Within the overall minimum 
value addition limits fixed in the Blanket Advance 
Licence, the exporter may, in respect of individual 
export products, other than those specified in Appen¬ 
dix 13-D, achieve a lower value addition upto a 
minimum of 33%.

Before getting clearance of importe(T ,H ftems against 
Blanket Advance Licence, the licence holder should 
approach the concerned licensing authority for incor¬ 
porating the particulars of items being imported with 
item name, value and quantity, both in the licence 
and Blanket DEEC Book. The licensing authority 
would ensure that such requests are dealt with ex¬ 
peditiously and on the following basis :— 

(a) In case the export product for which the items 
sought to be imported is covered by the input- 
output norms given in Appendix 13-C or has 
already been fixed by the BALC earlier inh is own 
case, the details of such input-output norms 
would be indicated by ihe licence holder while 
seeking incorporation of such items. These norms 
will be incorporated in Part C (Section II) of the 
Blanket DEEC Book. 

(b) In case the input-output norms have not been 
fixed for the export products the incorporation of 
the items shall also be made immediately by the 
licensing authority based on the request made by 
the licence holder. The licence holder will, how¬ 
ever, apply to the BALC for the fixation of norms 
with all details including the export order, within 
45 days from the date of such incorporation. The 
Input-Output Norms fixed by the BALC will be 
final. 

(c) In case the licence holder is already in possession 
of the relevant export order at the time of getting 
the items incorporated the particulars would be 
indicated in Part E of the Blanket DEEC Book. 
Otherwise, it would be incumbent on the part of 
the licence holder to produce the relevant export 
order within a period of 45 days from the date of 
such incorporation and also get the particulars 
incorporated in Part E of the Blanket DEEC Book. 
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(4) Intermediate processing : 

The facility of intermediate processing it available to a 
Blanket Advance Licence holder provided the namo 
of the intermediate manufacturer is endorsed in the 
Blanket DEEC Book prior to making imports. This 
will be required even for products covered by Appen¬ 
dix 13-E of the Import policy. 

(5) Export Obligation Period : 

The period allowed for the fulfilment of export obliga¬ 
tion for Blanket Advance Licence is 18 months from 
the date of its issue. Normally, no extension beyond 
the stipulated period of export obligation would be 
given. However, the BALO may allow extension 
in merits of each case. 

(6) Utilisation and accounting of duty exempt materials: 

The licence holder shall submit the full details of utilisa¬ 
tion of imported materials specified in the licence 
against various export products in the prescribed 
format given in Appendix XIX-L. to the concerned 
Customs Authority alongwith the Blanket DEEC 
Book within three months from the date of last 
export or from the date of expiry of the stipulated 
export obligation period or extended period, which¬ 
ever is earlier. In case, the fixation of input-output 
norms for one or more products is pending with the 
BALC, the accounts may be submitted within a 
period of three months from the date of fixation of 
norms. Based on the above details and the relevant 
input-outpur norms, the customs authorities will de¬ 
termine the balance unutilised materials, if any, left 
with the licence horder. 

(7) Follow-up/penal action : 

If a licence holder fails to discharge the prescribed ex¬ 
port obligation cither in full or in part, or otherwise 
left with unutilised balance exempt materials as 
determined by the Customs authorities and the 
licensing authority/Customs is satisfied that the 
exempt material has not been sold or mis-utilised for 
domestic production, and the licence holder is in 
possession of the excess exempt materials, the follow¬ 
ing action may be taken by the licensing authority 
to regularise and discharge the Blanket DEEC : 

(a) If the export obligation has been fulfilled in terms 
of quantity but there is a shortfall in terms of value, 
the licence holder shall be required to surrender 
valid REP licences of the same product group with 
a minimum validity period of three months, for a 
value equivalent to the difference in the export 
obligation imposed and actually achieved in value 
terms. 
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(b) If the export obligation has been fulfilled in terms 
of value but there is a shortfall only in terms of 
quantity and the imported materials left in excess 
arc other than those specified in Appendix 13-F 
of the Import Policy, the licence holder shall be 
required : 

(i) to pay to the custom authorities all duties 
alongwith 18% interest on such quantity of 
exempt materials as are deemed to have re¬ 
mained unutilised as per the approved input- 
output norms; and 

(ii) to surrender valid REP licence for the same 
export product group with a minimum vali¬ 
dity period of 3 months, for a CIF value 
equivalent to the CIF value of such excess 
materials. 

(c) In case the imported items left in excess with the 
licence holder as per (b) above are covered by 
Appendix 13-F of the Import Policy, then the 
Committee may permit the licence holder to hand¬ 
over such materials to a canalising agency or and 
other agency nominated by the BALC for distri¬ 
bution to actual users, The BALC may also allow 
the licence holder to retain such excess materials, 
on payment of customs duty with interest at the 
rate of 18% on such materials and surrender REP 
licence of the same product group with a minimum 
validity period of three months for a CIF value 
upto a maximum of ten times the CIF value of the 
excess materials. 

(d) If the licence holder is not able to fulfil the export 
obligation both in terms of quantity and value, 
he shall be required; 

(i) to pay to the customs authorities all duties 
alongwith 18% interest on such quantity of 
the exempt materials as are deemed to have 
remained unutilised as per approved input- 
output uorms; and 

(ii) for the shortfall in quantity, to surrender valid 
REP licence as per (b) or (c) above; and in 
addition, for shortfall in value as per (a) above. 

(e) The above actions shall be without prejudice to 
any other action that may be taken against the licence 
holder under the IMPEX Act and the Customs 
Act for non-fulfilment of export obligation, mis- 
utilisation of imported materials, violation of the 
provision of this scheme, including enforcement 
of the legal undertaking and also disentitling the 
licence holder for further licences/release orders 
under the Import & Export Policy. 
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f) The BALC may also permit transfer of excess 
materials to the subsequent Blanket Advance Li¬ 
cence to be issued to the licence holder provided the 
excess materials so left over is not on account of 
default in fulfilment of export obligation.
